Athens, Aug. 31.—The Greek gov­ 
ernment has replied to the Italian ul­ 
timatum embodying demands for rep­ 
aration for the massacre of five mem­ 
bers of the Italian boundary mission 
a t the Albanian frontier. 
Greece ac­ 
cepts four of Italy’s demands with 
modifications, and rejects 
three 
of 
them. 
The commandant of the place where 
the murders were committed, it is 
specified, shall express the Greek gov­ 
ernm ent’s sorrow to Signor Montagna, 
the Italian minister to Greece. A me­ 
morial service shall be held in the 
presence of the members of the Greek 
government. 
On the same day a de­ 
tachment of the guard shall salute the 
Italian flag at the legation, and mili­ 
tary forces at Treveza shall render 
honors to the bodies of the victims 
while they are being transferred to 
an Italian warship. 
The fourth, fifth and sixth demands 
are rejected on the ground that they 
infringe the sovereignty and honor of 
Greece. 
The fourth demand provides for the 
severest inquiry by the Greek authori­ 
ties at the scene of the massacre, at 
which the Italian military attache will 
he present. The fifth demands capital 
punishment for all the guilty, while 
the sixth demand seeks an indemnity 
of r>0,000,00ft Italian lire to be paid 
within five days from the presentation 
of the note. 
The Greek note was handed to the 
Italian minister at 5 o’clock yester­ 
day afternoon, according* to the Ex­ 
change Telegraph. 
It is understood 
that if Italy does not accept the Greek 
statement, Greece will appeal to the 
league of nations. 
The note accepts 
the 
statement 
that the crime was committed under 
the eyes of the Greek authorities, and 
declares that a near east Greek post 
was one kilometer distant from the 
scene of the killing. * The note em­ 
phasizes that it has not been proved 
the assassins were Greeks, and ex­ 
presses surnr‘«se at the Italian gov­ 
ernm ent’s claim to possess documents 
relating to the massacre, and says the 
Greek government would be grateful 
if these proofs could be 
given, in 
order to support the cause of justice. 
The Italian military 
attache 
at 
Athens has gone to Janina to investi­ 
gate the crime, and the Greek gov­ 
ernment has agreed to the request 
of tho Italian legation that the cen­ 
sor 
shall 
not suppress newspaper 
statements from Italian sources. 
It 
is not yet known what steps Italy 
will take to srpport the demands.

bars and other fixtures within the 
next four days. 
Several squads, each composed 
of 
one Federal officer and two 
State 
policemen, covering the city Thursday 
afternoon, posting formal notice with 
the proprietor in every saloon. 
The 
procedure is new in this end of the 
State, and the written orders served 
on the hotelmen bora the signatures 
of the United States Attorney Gen­ 
eral 
Daugherty, 
Attorney 
General 
Woodruff, of Pennsylvania, 
Deputy 
Attorney General 
John N . English, 
and the Government agent 
carrying 
out the edict. 
No seisures of any kind were made 
and 
there were no arrests 
The 
evidence against the saloons is un­ 
derstood to have been obtained three 
or four months ago by Federal men 
and State troopers, the analysis hav­ 
ing been made at Washington. 
Of­ 
ficials of Troon B, of the State police, 
at Wyoming, asserted that the move 
here was part of a S ta te s id e pro­ 
gram, Captain William Clark declar­ 
ing that a large number of his men 
were out on special duty with 
the 
Federal agents. 
Owners of the saloons were noti­ 
fied by the nolice that failure to com­ 
ply with the

‘‘to remove all 
bar 
equipment, pumps,
